Demands by a Democratic 
Senator and two Democratic 
Congressmen that Pauley ask 
the President to withdraw his 
name, 

A statement by Senator 
Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
that if Pauley “really is loyal” 
to the President, he would re- 
quest withdrawal of his nomina- 
tion. Morse is a member of the. 
Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee, which is considering the 
Pauley nomination. 

Refusal by Secretary of the 
Navy James V. Forrestal, in tes- 
timony before the committee 


yesterday, to indorse Pauley for 
the post, saying he wanted to 

“think it over.” 

Admission by a California oll 
man that oil companies had con- 
tributed $50,006 to help put over 
the pending congressional quit- 
claim legislation renouncing fed- 
eral rights to oil-rich tidelands— 
legislation that has been “cham- 
pioned” in Congress as a purely 
“states’ rights” issue with no 
smell of oil on it. 

The flat statement by Secre- 
tary Forrestal that the official 
Navy Department view is that 
the Supreme Court should de- 
cide who owns the tidelands 
thus placing him in _ direct 
opposition to Pauley who has 
pushed the quitclaim legislation 
which would kill the Supreme 
Court. suit. 

The hearings have been recessed 
until Tuesday when officials of 
Standard Oil of California will be 

called to the witness chair. The 
members of Congress who called 
for Pauley’s withdrawal yesterday 
were Senator Tom Stewart (Dem.), 
Tennessee, whose views are usual- 
ly shared by Senate President Ken- 
neth D. McKellar (Dem.), of the 
same state, and by Congressmen 
Jerry Voorhis and Chet Holifield 
of Pauley’s home state of Cali- 
fornia. 

With a Southern Democrat com- 
ing out openly against Pauley, the 
Administration can no longer 
count on a solid Southern front 
in the forthcoming floor fight, 
and Pauley’s chances of confirma- 
tion were conceded to have taken 
a nosedive. 

Tells of Public Sentiment. 

Senator Morse, a former public 
member of the War.Labor Board, 
said he had just returned from a 
speaking tour which took him fnto 
several states where he found 
widespread opposition to the nom- 
ination of Pauley. 

“This case really has the coun- 
try rocked,” he said. “Pauley pro- 
fesses loyalty to the President. If 
he really is loyal he ought to with- 
draw and save the President em- 
barrassment.” 

Morse said that in his speaking 
trip, to Oregon, Idaho and Massa- 
chusetts, he. spoke to financiers, 
farmers, laborers and general aud- 
iences. “Right off the bat in the 
question period after I spoke,” he 
said, “the Pauley question was 
raised by the audience. 

“Usually the questions were 
something like this: ‘Is the Presi- 
dent really President, or is he 
chore boy for a_ political ma- 
chine?’ 

“It brought down the rafters 
every time when I answered the 
best way for the President to 
prove he was really President 
would be to act in the public in- 
terest by withdrawing the nomi- 
nation.” 

Navy Belongs to The People. 

Both Pauley and the President, 
Morse said, should recognize that 
the Navy Department does not 
belong to either of them or to any 
political organization, but to the 
people. 

He sald the nomination could 
be approved now “only if the 
President insists on pushing it 
through by cracking the whip on 
the necks of Democratic Sen- 
ators.” 

If that should happen, he said. 
Pauley, as Navy Under Secretary 
and possibly Secretary later. 
would have to deal with a Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee deeply 
split over his qualifications. Morse 
said some members of the com- 
mittee, at least, would view 
Pauley’s every action with sus- 
picion, and that would not be con- 
ducive to good government, 

Possible Strategy on Vote.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 21 (AP) 
—A Canadian spokesman declared 
today the Russians were making 
“political capital” out of the Ca- 
nadian espionage case. He said 
his government would deliver an 
early reply to Moscow's charges 
that Canada had been carrying 
on “an unbridled anti-Soviet cam- 
paign.” 

He intimated the Canadian reply 
would be brief, for the govern- 
ment does not wish to prejudice 
the official investigation now un- 
der way here. 

When the Royal Commission 
conducting the investigation com- 
pletes its work, he said, the Ca- 
nadian Government may then issue 
a full point-by-point reply to the 
Soviet statement, 

“Admission of Guilt.” 


Commenting on the Russian as- 
sertion that Canada, in handling 
its “spy” investigation, was en- 
couraging a campaign “not com- 
patible with friendly relations,” 
the spokesman declared: 

“The Soviet statement started 
out as an admission of guilt suf- 
ficient to cause the withdrawal 
of its military attache, and then 
proceeded to minimize the whole 
matter and sought to make po- 
litical capital by imputing motives 
to the Canadian Government.”

Harvard U. President 
Also Proposes U. S. 
Foundation, and Selec- 
tion of Talented Stu- 
dents for Training. 


Federal funds to promote basic 
scientific research in colleges and 
universities and the establishment 
by Congress of a Science Founda- 
tion to administer a wisely con- 
ceived program of selecting tal- 


ented students for advanced train- 
ing was advocated today by Dr. 
James Bryant Conant, president 
of Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Mass. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the 
Chamber of Commerce at Hotel 
Jefferson, Dr. Conant said the 
“prime requisite for a more rapid 
advance of basic science is more 
first-class men.” He-»added that 
the United States hokis it high 
position in the world of science 
because of opportunities offered 
by the present public school and 
college systems. 

“Need we do more?” he asked. 
“My answer would be an urgent 
‘yes.’ I believe we can and should 
improve our educational system 
to the end of developing still more 
scientific talent of the highest 
order. Not that I would restrict 
the efforts to science—what I 
have to say applies all along the 
line of human activities.” 

He pointed out that the future 
of this country depends on further 
development of our industrial civ- 
ilization, which in turn depends 
upon advances in the physical sci- 
ences. The premise that an all-out 
effort of scientists would produce 
a cure for cancer, or the common 
cold, or racial tension, just as it 
produced the atomic bomb, he 
said, is false. 

Fundamental Research, 


Tt was the fundamental re- 
gearch by physicists and chemists 
throughout the world that made 
the atomic bomb possible. It was 
this research that the whole ef- 
fort of the Government was based. 
Similarly, he said, it will be basic 
research that will ‘ead to the cures 
for cancer and the common cold 
and the only way to accelerate 
this research is to increase the 
number of extremely able sci- 
éntists working on their own with 
an adequate supply of funds. 

“It is my guess,” Dr. Conant 
said, “that today it is our ignor- 
ance of the basic facts in bio- 
chemistry and physiology, not the 
failure to organize a mass attack, 
which prevents our curing cancer 
or the common cold. 

“T conclude that it would be 
highly desirable for the Federal 
Government to grant funds to aid 
basic research in our universities, 
provided a proper mechanism for 
so doing can be devised. This I 
believe could be done through a 
Science Foundation set up by Con- 
gress as envisioned in the Bush 
Report and formulated in the com- 
bined Magnuson-Kilgore bills.” 
@rie referred to the report of Dr. 
-Vannevar Bush, president of Car- 
negie Institution, Washington, 
who was head of the organization 
that created the atomic bomb.) 


Top Talent Needed. 


An equally important aspect of 
this proposal, he added, is the 
supply of top talent. é' 

“There are two aspects of our 
educational] situation here in the 
United States which need drastic 
alteration,” he said. “First, we 
should strengthen and improve 
edueational guidance; second, we 
should proceed further in elimi- 
mating those economic and geo- 
graphio barriers which limit ad- 
vanced education of many prom- 
ising youths. 

“At every step in their careers, 
boys and-girls should have good 
advice as to their capacity and 
assistance in choosing the direc- 
tion of their studies. I do not 
have in mind the direction of 
children into narrow vocational 
channels, but rather the recogni- 
tion of broad objectives and the 
choosing of occupational goals.” 

He pointed out that it was com- 
paratively easy to discover musical 
talent in a child and so to direct 
his studies in that direction. He

“What I am arguing for is first, 
that we guide our students more 
intelligently, 
high school years, and that we 
are to be trained beyond high 
school; second, that thfough pro- 
visions of scholarship we recruit 
a large number of talented young 
men and women from localities 
and families which do not now 
send many youths to college. 
“Federal money spent on basic 
scientific research and on devel- 
oping scientific talent will be 
money well spent, according to my 
view. But of even greater moment 
to the nation is the problem of 
financing our public education on 
an expanded scale so that no tal- 
ent in any field wiil go undiscov- 
ered,” 

Dr. Conant. who was in St. 
Louis for the inauguration tomor- 
row of Dr. Arthur Holly Compton 
as chancellor of Washington Uni- 
versity, started his address by 
likening his coming to St. Louis 
to talk about science as the equiv- 
alent of “carrying coals to New- 
castle, for you not only have in 
this city famous scientific labora- 
tories, but equally famous chemi- 
cal industries based on science.” 


Views on Atomic Energy. 


In an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch Dr. Conant said he was 
optimistic about the solution of 
the problem of setting up ade- 
quate controls around atomic en- 
ergy. He hopes other nations, in- 
cluding Russia, will accept the 
formula announced last Novem- 
ber by President Truman for set- 
ting up an atomic control com- 
mission by the United Nations Or- 
ganization and for inspection by 
international experts to see that 
nations do not violate agreements. 
Accurate reports by these in- 
spectors, he said, would safeguard 
all nations against surprise at- 
tacks.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP) — 
'The Government is ready to re- 
I store some wartime production 
icontrols—and grant higher prices 
|—_in order to ease the acute short- 
iage of cotton clothing. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
‘tion and the Civilian Production 
Administration believes this dou- 
‘ble-barrelled program eventually 
| will boost by about 50 per cent the 
}output of shirts, shorts, pajamas, 
dresses, work clothing and other 
scarce garments. 
| Officials of the two agencies told 
lreporters late yesterday that de- 
spite price increases to be author- 
‘ized, the program will not cost the 
public more for clothing in yen- 
eral, 

They contended the plan would 
jincrease the supply of inexpensive 
|garments, and that in the long 
frun this will save money for many 
| families. 


Wartime Rules Revived. 


To assure greater output of 
icheaper clothing, the civilian pro- 
!duction administration plans to re- 
vive a wartime regulation which 
‘required textile mills to turn out 
lcertain types of cotton fabrics 
ineeded for essential garments. 


This is the kind of measure that 
‘Chester Bowles, the new stabiliza- 
ition administrator; had in mind 
i'when he said a few days ago that 
lprice increases will be coupled 
with production controls to meet 
demand for scarce products, 
| The price increase for cotton 
‘fabrics will be in two parts: 

1. A general increase of about 

3'4 cents a pound in recognition 
1 of higher parity prices for raw 
' cotton and to offset recént wage 

increases. Mills that did not in- 

crease wages will get only about 
| one cent of this. 

2. An additional incentive in- 
crease of 5 per.cent to apply on 
selected fabrics urgently needed 
for clothing and for certain in- 

| dustrial and agricultural pur- 
poses. 
| Though the agencies sponsoring 
\the program were unable to esti- 
imate the over-all effect of these 
‘adjustments on retail prices, they 
‘Said present ceilings on shirts, for 
fexample, might be increased about 
5 or 6.cents, 


More $2.50 Shirts. 


They made the point, however, 

that where only a few shirts are 
available now at $2.50, the goal of 
ithe new program is to provide a 
|}generous supply at about a nickel 
/more. 
The agencies cautioned that ef- 
fects of the program probably will 
‘not show in stores for about three 
/months. 

Since the revocation of produc- 
‘tion controls, mills have turned 
lincreasingly to the less essential 
|}but more profitable fabrics, Manu- 
ilfacturers conténded_ they lost 
when they produced the 
priced clothing. 

The Government hopes the price 
adjustments and new controls will 
eliminate the 40 per cent deficit 
in needed fabrics,

But he 
unequivocally. indorsed Mr, Wallace. 

Mr. Hannegan, aided by a group of 
Southern Bourbons and Northern reac- 
tionaries, brought about the nomination 
of Mr. Truman, The reason they gave 
for opposing Mr. Wallace was that his 
nomination would alienate Southern sup- 
port. Well, look at what some of the 
“Southern gentlemen” are now doing to 
Mr. Truman’s legislative program! 

A political writer for your morning 
contemporary has this to say: “There is 
growing feeling in the State that many 
of President Truman’s difficulties can 
be laid at the feet of Robert E. Hanne- 
gan, chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.” He could have added 
that the deplorable plight in which the 
Democratic party finds itself in this 
city and State can be laid at his door. 

A chronological review of his activi- 
ties during his incumbency as chairman 
of the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee substantiates this. In 1940 he 
sponsored the candidacy of McDaniel for 
Governor and brought about the defeat 
of Allen McReynolds, an able man with 
a splendid and unimpeachable record as 
a legislator.

In 
1944 Mr. Hannegan urged the nomina- 
tion of Bennett Clark for Senator, and 
the primary voters repudiated him. 

If it is the intention of Mr. Truman 
to run in 1948, he had better select a 
man to direct his campaign who will 
command the respect and support of his 
own party as well as that of the great 
body of independent voters.

Clamor to “bring the boys home,” regardless 
of our international obligations, reaches such a 
pitch that Chief of Staff Gen, Eisenhower calls 
it “near-hysteria” and the Chief of the Army 
Ground Forces, Gen. Devers, says it is “jeopard- 
izing our security and wrecking the morale of 
men needed to maintain the peace.” 


Threatening a strike of farmers unless farm 
prices are increased, Henry Rathburn, president 
of the Dairymen’s League Co-operative Associa- 
tion, New York, declares: “The time for pa- 
triotism is over.” 

Stabilization Director Bowles says: “A spec- 
ulative fever has taken hold of the country. The 
lobbyists and the profiteers are licking their 
chops.” 

What does it mean? 

It means that war always creates its own re- 
action. People grow tired of the hard realities 
of life, and after sacrifice and suffering there 
is always the most dangerous period of all—the 
beginning days of peace. Then comes the temp- 
tation to retreat from life into a dream world 
of prosperity, high prices, a booming stock mar- 
ket, a Roman holiday for irresponsible business 
and irresponsible labor, a complacent President 
in the White House—all the deadly errors that 
led to the world debacle of the 1930s. 

Are we going to go in for that folly again, or 
are we going to look with informed horror on 
the temptation to react from war into a perilous 
peace? Anyone who is not properly horrified 
at any such prospect, but who wants to be, could 
hardly find a larger education ih a smaller com- 
pass than by reading a brief passage from 
Thomas Wolfe’s “Of Time. and the River,” in 
which the novelist describes, with poisonous hon- 
esty, the temper that possessed the American 
people after the First World War. 

It is Mr. Flood, a hard-bitten newspaper pub- 
lisher, speaking. He has just listened to several 
of his fellow-townsmen, good Democrats all, dis- 
cuss the relative prospects of the candidates for 
President, the Democrat James M, Cox and the 
Republican Warren G. Harding—and he speaks 
in some considerable disgust: 

“Hell! What all of you are saying is that you 
are goin’ to vote for Cox but that you hope that 
Harding wins.” 

“No, now, Jim——” the politician, Mr. 
dler, said in a protesting tone. “I never said 

“Yes, you did!” Mr. Flood wheezed bluntly. 
“You meant it, anyhow, every one of you is say- 
in’ how he always was a Democrat and what a

great man Wilson was, and how he’s going to 
vote for Cox—and every God-damn one of you 
is praying that the other fellow gets elected. 

Tl tell you why,” he wheezed 
coarsely, “ it’s because we're sick and tired 
of Woodrow, all of us—we want to put the 
rollers under him and see the last of him!” 


“Oh, yes, we are,” he went on brutally as 
someone started to protest, “we’re tired of Wood- 
row’s flowery speeches, and we're tired of 
hearin’ about wars an’ ideals an’ democracy an’ 
how fine an’ noble we all are an’ ‘Mister, won't 
you please subscribe?’ 


“We're tired of hearin’ bunk that doesn’t pay 
and we want to hear some bunk that does—an’ 
we're goin’ to vote for the crook that gives it to 
us. . . . Do you know what we all want—what 
we’re looking for?” he demanded, glowering 
brutally around at them. 

“We want a piece of the breast with lots of 
gravy—an’ the boy that promises us the most 
is the one we’re for... . 

“Cox! Hell! All of you know Cox has no 
more chance of getting in than a snowball has 
in hell. When they get through with him, he 
won’t know whether he was run over by a five- 
ton truck or chewed up in a sausage mill... . 

“Nothing has changed, the world’s no differ- 
ent, we’re just the same as we always were— 
and I’ve watched ’em come an’ go for 40 years— 
Blaine, Cleveland, Taft, McKinley, Roosevelt— 
the whole damned lot of ’em—an’ what we want 
from them is just the same: all we can get for 
ourselves, a free grab with no holts barred, and 
to hell with the other fellow.” 


“So who are you going to vote for, Jim?” said 
Mr. Candler, smiling. 

“Who? Me?” said Mr. Flood with a coarse 
grin, “Why, hell, you ought to know that with- 
out asking.

What shall it be for the United 
States of America now—tough-minded, hard- 
working citizenship in the world, or a nice cozy 
game of gin rummy, at a dollar a point? 
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Cause and Effect? 

The salary increase for First National Bank 
employes recalls a philosophy professor's conun- 
drum of two billiard balls. Could anyone really 
prove that the cue ball’s impact was “cause” and 
the struck ball’s movement was “effect?” Since 
bank president Walter Smith says he didn’t know 
his employes were even thinking of a union, can 
anyone prove the raises are effects of the or- 
ganization threat? 

Nevertheless, the unphilosophic citizen has a 
pragmatic test. The struck ball does move. The 
Legislature moved to better the condition of St. 
Louis policemen after they organized, The First 
National is raising salaries. For better or worse, 
therefore, he notes that certain consequences fol- 
low faithfully after certain antecedents, and he 
has acquired a faith that providing the ante- 
cedent will bring forth the consequent. If any- 
one believes, therefore, that First National em- 
ployes will lose interest in the antecedent or- 
ganization now that they have the consequent 
raises, he is in for disillusion, 
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A new calculating machine {s said to be able 
to compute in two hours a problem that would 
take a man with pencil and paper 100 years. 
And any income tax payer knows what prob- 
lem that is. 
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Timidity in the Vardaman Case 

What would be the public reaction over the 
country if a mediocre Circuit Judge from St, 
I.ouls, with only brief experience on the bench, 
were appointed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States? 

The reaction would be immediate and em- 
phatic, both in the nation at large and in St. 
Louis. An exhaustive congressional committee 
investigation would be started immediately. Let- 
ters and telegrams of protest would be flooding 
Washington. Delegations from St. Louls would 
be heading for the capital to testify against the 
unfit appointment. 

There is a close parallel in this imaginary sit- 
uation to the nomination of Commodore James 
K. Vardaman to the Federal Reserve System's 
Board of Governors. The position of that post 
in the country’s banking and economic field cor- 
responds to that of the high court in the field of 
interpreting the law. 

Leaving aside all debate as to Vardaman’s ac- 
tions in his St. Louis business career, the un- 
disputed facts are that he was a bank president 
for only two years, and he has testified that his 
association with the Tower Grove Bank & Trust 
Co. was marked by frequent clashes with other 
bank officers and the directors. 

Yet this man of slight experience in banking, 
and that clouded by controversial charges, is 
chosen to sit for 14 years on the body that su- 
pervises the greater part of the country’s bank- 
ing system and its credit structure! 

Despite the questionable nature of such an ap- 
pointment, there are no such inquiries, protests, 
petitions and parades of witnesses as would fol- 
low the nomination of a correspondingly un- 
qualified Justice. Instead, the Senate subcom- 
mittee has grudgingly sent out telegrams in- 
stead of subpenas to prospective witnesses, And 
most of the recipients, as recounted in inter- 
views yesterday, are hesitant about going to 
Washington, dislike the idea of testifying or 
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actually say they consider Vardaman sultable for 


that post. 
Such an exhibition of timidity, In Washington 
and St. Louis, is opening the way for speedy 


approval of the appointment. 
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The Persuasive Auditor Smith 


What is this strange power that State Auditor 
Forrest Smith has over legislators, and politi- 
cians in general? It might be expected that, 
as an accomplished wire-puller and dispenser 
of patronage, he would exert considerable in- 
fluence among those of his own party, but a 
considerable number of Republicans also have 
fallen under his spell, as the latest report from 
the State Senate indicates. 

Auditor Smith sees that the new Constitution, 
if followed to the letter, means a considerable 
shrinkage in his patronage and other powers. He 
is fighting against such a misfortune with all 
his persuasive eloquence and ingratiating per- 
sonality, so successfully that the Senate voted 
him authority to duplicate the auditing work of 
the Comptroller’s office. This means a goodly 
increase in the Auditor's office force over what 
the revised Constitution contemplates, and nat- 
urally the recruiting of a substantial political 
machine that will enable Mr. Smith to continue 
as a force in State affairs. 

The amazing thing is not so much that the 
Auditor is clinging to his political power despite 
the new Constitution; that might have been ex- 
pected. It is that the Senate Republicans gave 
him substantial assistance In achieving his am- 
bition. Of course, they didn't go as far as he 
desired, for they drew the line on a grandiose 
scheme for letting his office audit the affairs 
of all the State’s 10,500 political subdivisions 
once each biennium. But they were so fasci- 
nated by his arguments as to overstep consid- 
erably the metes and bounds prescribed by the 
Constitution. 

If the House, Democrats and Republicans 
alike, doesn't resist the persuasive Auditor's 
honeyfugling tactics, it appears that the courts 
will have a job on hand in defining his legiti- 
mate powers,

Defenders of the railroads have some- 
what better grounds for misgivings about 
the anti-trust attack. The attackers some- 
times sound as though they want the rail- 
roads to compete like so many merchants, 
It can't be done. To a very considerable 
degree, carriers must work in close co- 
Operation simply because they are physical- 
ly a single system. 


It does. not follow, however, that group 
action need reach as far as it does. It 
has gone too far when the railroads, through 
rate bureaus, prescribe what degree of re- 
straint shall be imposed on competition 
among themselves. They are doing that. 


What the ICC Didn’t Know 


The Western Commissioner Agreement, 
which long remained a secret from even 
the ICC, undertook to set revenue levels 
in great regions. Truck lines have 
Advantages on short hauls and railroads on 
long ones, but rail and truck rates more 
and more become identical at every dis- 
tance—and the private rate bureaus in the 
two fieids co-operate to keep them go, 


These are regulatory functions: they be- 
long only in the ICC. It is intolerable that 
they should be exercised outside the ICC, 
even beyond its reach. The rate bureaus 
defeat reguiation very much as the hold- 
ing companies defeated utility regulation 
before they were brought under control. 


And still the railroads want to make 
price-fixing legal by private bureau. They 
are pushing all-out for the Bulwinkle Dill 
(H. R. 2536) to exempt them from anti- 
trust prosecution—and have already got it 
passed by the House, The bill should not 
become law.

Mr. Lyne himself suggested one reason 
why when he spoke disapprovingly of those 
“me-too” Southern members of Congress 
who held mandatory rate-parity bills over 
the ICC. That was bad. It threatened in- 
excusable interference in the ICC’s duly 
appointed technical functions. 


Whose Ox Is Gored 


But, having condemned an interference 
which was never more than a threat, how 
can anyone then face about and propose 
a decisive trespass against a sovereign 
American institution more sacred than the 
ICC—the Supreme Court? The Court has 
accepted jurisdiction in Georgia's suit, Yet 
the rate-bureau defenders rush action to 
beat out the Court by making the matter 
before it moot. It all depends, apparently, 
on whose ox is gored, whose sacred cow 
profaned. 


There is sufficient other reason to re- 
pudiate the Bulwinkle bill. The record of 
the rate bureaus is not good enough to war- 
rant legalizing them. Not only that, but 
the ICC has largely disqualified itself from 
{ts proposed power to issue certificates of 
anti-trust exemption. 


In 1940 the ICC asswimed power over 
inland waterway carriers. Yet it was aft- 
er 1940 that the ICC granted the railroads 
leave to charge higher outbound rates on 
barge-originated grain than on frail-orig- 
inated. So the barge operators lost their 
natura] advantage, and the shippers lost 
the advantage of employing their service. 


In short, the Bulwinkle bill would per- 
petuate evils by placing them under very 
nominal control by an agency which owes 
the public an accounting for some of its 
own deeds. When it can see the way, Con- 
gress should amend the Interstate Com- 
merce Act to retain the necessary features 
of group action and eliminate the bad 
also to give the ICC itself more asapecific 
instruction on such matters as justice be- 
tween railroads and barges and railroads 
and trucks, and between the users of these 
services. The Bulwinkle bill fills neither 
need; it would preclude filling one of them, 


Arguments in Half-Truths 


No one is now competent to say what 
precise form the solution should take. Now 
that a clear conflict has developed between 
the Sherman Act and activities carried on 
in the outer shadows of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, no one actually knows. what 
the present law requires, Arguments have 
been too much in half-truths, too much be- 
side the issue. That applies to both sides, 


The problem sorely needs a dispassionate 
pecling away of propaganda onion-layers, 
followed by a definition of the law. That is 
a job which, in the last analysis, only the 
Supreme Court can do. After it is done, 
and only then, can Congress legislate wise- 
ly and to the point. 


Maybe, as Mr. Lyne suggests, there are 
certain “liberals” who hope the efforts to 
reach a more tolerable regulation of trans- 
portation will leave such chaos that the 
industry will sink into public ownership. 
There will be no chaos—readjustments, 
yes, but less radical ones than the railroads 
have weathered before. Not only that, but 
the nationalization fans will get nowhere 
unless the majority of people, most of 
whom still prefer private ownership, are 
driven into their arms, 


Bill Is a “Radical Intruder” 


In country after country, in area after 
area of our OWn economic system, So- 
cialism has been established not because of 
its enthusiasts, but because partisans of the 
status quo had succeeded in preserving and 
enlarging nuisances until the people moved 
in wrath to destroy them. 


The class rate decision and the anti-trust 
tests are ways to correct evils—evolution- 
ary ways—within old and honorable Amer- 
ican tradition. The Bulwinkle bill, which 
would close one road of correction, is the 
truly radical intruder. Give us enough such 
things and the larger public may indeed 
join the socializers for an outcome to fit 
almost anybody's definition of revolution.

It is hard to understand why 
the Russian Foreign Office was 
content to brief Vishinsky so 
badly. Whoever briefed Manuilsky 
did a pretty poor job. Both of 
them relied. on poor, second-hand 
evidence, scraps from newspapers, 
bits of speeches and the like. 
Neither had a direct tale of first- 
hand information on which «to 


base his case; neither showed 
competence in the cut and thrust | 
of debates by which real principles | 
emerge. 


A Childish Maneuver. 


Both left the clear impression 
that their attacks were procedural 
revenge for the raising of the 
Tranian issue—a rather childish | 
maneuver which only did injury 
to the restoration of Greek de- 
mocracy and the recognition of 
Indonesian nationalism. Neither 
explained why the raising of these 
issues had not been preceded by 
diplomatic discussion in which 
the Russian and Ukrainian delega- 
tions made their anxiety felt by 
the British Foreign Office.

Child; How to 
Handle Him

OME children are tireless. 
S They begin talking and mov- 

ing about the moment. they 
open their eyes and from then on 
until sleep overtakes them late at 
night, for they take no naps, they 
weary a mother to death. Telling 
such a child to keep still, _ sit 
down, be quiet, play with your 
train, simply does not work.

Have him examined by a chil- 
dren’s specialist to discover what, 
if-anything ails him.

day’s deal was  eculiar—to put 

it mildly—but they had nothing 
to complain about in the out- 
come!

North was certainly “fancy” in 
responding with one no trump in- 
stead of two clubs, but at least 
his side arrived a. an excellent 
contract, whereas East-West 
were bid out of an easy game at 
hearts or spades. 

West led his top heart and East 
collected two tricks in the suit, 
then shifted to the spade deuce. 
Winning with the blank ace, de- 
clarer led a low trump to the 
king, discovering West's void. 
Now, to keep East from taking 
two trump tricks, a low trump 
war led from dummy. East put 
up the queen and laid down the 
spade king. South ruffed, cashed 
his jack of trumps—and then did 
some thinking. 

It would be the easiest thing 
in the world to ruff a heart. in 
dummy, draw East's last trump 
while discarding a diamond from 
the closed hand, and then to run 
the diamond suit, discarding the 
spade jack—but would the dia- 
mond suit run? South considered 
the distribution that East had so 
clearly revealed. He had bid two 
hearts he couldn't have had 
fewer than five. (Moreover, West 
had led his top heart, not a 
fourth best.) East had shown 
four clubs, and his method of 
leading spadus had been absolute 
evidence that he had at least 
three cards in that suit. (Also, 
West would have rebid if he had 
held seven spades.) So Fast was 
clearly marked with one diamond, 
at most, and unless it happened 
to be the jack, normal play would 
not produce the needed diamond 
trick. 

With West located with at 
least four diamonds, declarer took 
the strong “percentage play” of 
a finesse to the ten, and when it 
held he was on the home stretch,
